He knew he could not be a faithful 
Repreſentative of his Sovereign, without

It would be Matter of Aſtoniſhment to 
Perſons unacquainted with the People of 
thofe Hands, that after the Happineſs 
they enjoy'd and glory'd in for F twa 
Years, under his mild and equal Admi- 
niftration, and the Affection they had 
on all Occafions expreſs'd for him, to 
find them plotting and contriving his 
Ruin, not ſatisfy'd *till they had em-

Col. Teamans, (the 
Lieutenant - Governor) with Col. John 
Hamilton, and Col. Thomas Morris, the 
moſt loyal and worthy of the Council, 
were highly inſulted, and threaten'd to 
be murther'd in the Street, for difſwa- 
ding the Rebels from the Action, before 
they went upon it, and adviſing them to 
Moderation and Calmneſs, after it was o- 
ver; when they ran like furious Mad- 
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men thro' the Streets, threatening to ſet 
Fire to all the General's and his Friends 
Houſes in the Town; which 'tis thought 
they would have effected, but that the 
Burning of thoſe muſt have inevitably 
laid their own in Aſhes. | 
Of the Queen's Forces with the Gene- 
ral, Enſign Lyndon, and about twelve or 
fourteen Soldiers, were kill'd, and Col. 
Newell, and Lieutenant Worthington, with 
about five or fix and twenty Men, wound- 
ed; and of the few Friends * he had 
with him, not one eſcap'd unhurt, tho 
they ſuffer'd moſt after Quarter was pro- 
mis'd them : Mr. Michael Ayon, (for In- 
ſtance) after he had deliver'd up his 
Sword, was ſhot through the Body by 
one Archibald Cockran, and Mr. George 
French, lying in his Gore of ſome Wounds 
he had before receiv'd, was ſhot in his 
Mouth ; of which Wounds they both re- 
cover'd, to the great Wonder and Surprize 
of all that ſaw them: And Capt. Boileau, 
receiv'd a Shot, of which he ſoon after 
dy'd: Mr. Pember, Roſengrave, Bonnine, 
and Gateward, receiv'd ſeveral Blows and 
ſore Bruiſes ; of which the laſt (tho? 
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* He had a great mam, and thoſe of the bei? Families and 
Eſates on the Iſland; but living at 4 Diſtance from the Town, and 
bis Enemies arriving at that Pitch of Wickedneſs altogether unex- 
bectediy, was the Reaſon be was ſo ſurpriz'd, and had no more with 
tim ; their Names you may ſee at the End of this Book, 
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known to have accidentally been with the 
General, upon ſome Chancery Aﬀair which 
he came about that Morning, as he was 
an old decriped Man, unfit for any Mili- 
tary Service) complain'd to his dying 
Hour, and attributed his Death, which 
happen'd ſoon after, to the Uſage he re- 
ceivd that Day. Of the Rebels were 
kill'd but four, vis. Capt. Pig got, Mr. 
Thomas Young, Mr. Gervace Turton, and 
one Rayne, a Carpenter, and about thirty 
wounded. 
After they had thus ſurfeited them- 
ſelves with Cruelties, they fall to plun- 
dering the General's Houſe, and then 
break open his Store-houſes, which they 
- Ukewiſe rifle: So that his Eſtate muſt 
have ſuffer'd by that Day, in Money, Plate, 
Jewels, Cloaths, Linnen, Houſhold-Goods, 
and Furniture, Wares and Merchandize, 
at the moſt moderate Computation, five 
thouſand Pounds Sterling : For which 
his Executors have obtain'd no Satisfaction 
to this Day. f 1 
Their Fury being now fpent, having 
nothing to exerciſe it upon, three or 
four of them go to Nevis, to give Lieu-

Landing and welcom'd by a large Body 
of the chiefeſt Rebels, but is fo far from 
reſenting in any wiſe the Rebellion they 
had juſt been in, and the Blood they had 
ſpilt, which was ſcarce cold, that he accept- 
ed their Complements, and ſhew'd them

and took no manner of Notice of the 
Friends of the Government, (who were 
always loyal, and abhor'd ſuch a barba- 
rous Crime, and unheard-of Cruelty) un-

thereby put him in the Way of Preferment, or elſe he might have 
remain d in his Obſcurity to this Day; and ſo well is he rewarded 
for it! | ; 
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leſs it were to brow-beat and diſcoun- 
tenance them.

It's true, he call'd a General Council x 
and Aſſembly, under Pretence of examin- 
ing into that Affair, but was ſo far from 
an impartial Inquiry into it, that he dil- | 
courag'd, as much as in him lay, all thoſe | 
that went about to do it; admitted four 
of the moſt: flagrant Offenders, choſe for 
Antegoa, to ſit as Members of that Gene- 
ral Aſſembly, and appointed the Meeting 
to be at that Ifland ; to which the Nevis 
Members refus'd to come, and. ſeveral o- 
thers ſeeing the partial Proceedings, re- 
fus'd to act; ſo that the Intent of calling 
ſo many Gentlemen together from ſeve- 
ral Iflands, ſeem'd to be, in a more ſolemn 
Manner, to give Sanction, and beget the 
more Credit, to an Addreſs he promoted 
to be drawn up, in the Nature of a Repre- 
ſentation of the Action, to her Majeſty;

To ſecure themſelves farther from being

May it pleaſe your Excellency, 
Aving view'd all the Coaſts, as well 
1 as the Fortifications of this Hand, 
1 find it altogether open, and liable to 
the Attempt of an Enemy, when, and 
almoſt where ever he ſhall pleaſe to at- 
tack it: And there is no ſuch Thing in 
the whole Country, as deſerves the Name 
of a Fort ; for that which is built upon 
Monk's-Hill, is not fo, ſince an Enemy, 
upon his firſt Landing, without having 
Occaſion to bring any Cannon againſt it, 
may. eafily make himſelf Maſter of it 
with Sword in Hand : Nor can this 
Place, in my Opinion, be well fortify'd, 
without a very great deal of unneceſſary 
Expence, for theſe Reaſons: Firſt, =

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cauſe the Advantage which the People 
have thought to reap by the Eminence 
of the Place, is only imaginary, and not 
real, fince there are other adjacent Hills 
which do command it. Secondly, Be- 
cauſe there 1s upon the Place no Earth 
to be had, which is, or ought to be, the 
chief Ingredient in Fortification, for to 
avoid 2 far greater Expence in Maſonry. 
Thirdly, Becauſe (for to make this For- 
tification good and tenable) there 1s not 
one of the chief Lines, or Walls already 
built, that can be ſav'd or made Uſe of, 
they being all of them contriv'd and de- 
lineated contrary to one of the moſt fun- 
damental Rules and Maxims in the Art 
of Fortification ; which requires, That 
all the Parts of a Fort ſhould mutually 
flank and defend one another.

1 Rogers, of the Iſland aforeſaid, 
Eſq; depoſeth, That ſome Time in 
the Beginning of. the Year 1708, to the 
beſt of this Deponent's Remembrance, 
Daniel Parke, Eſq; Chief Governor of her 
Majeſty's Leeward Caribbee Wands, din'd 
at this Deponent's Houſe, in Company 
with Col. George Gamble, Col. Samuel 


Waitkins, and Capt. Foſeph French, all of 


the Iſland aforeſaid, and Lieut, Col. Floyer; 
6 who 
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who the Deponent ſuppoſes is now in 


England, and Capt. Farrence at St. Chri- 


ſtopher's; whereupon ſome Diſcourſe ari- 


ſing, the Particulars whereof, this Depo- 


nent doth not well remember, the Ge- 
neral being mov'd in Paſſion, expreſs'd 
kimſelf to the beſt of the ſaid Deponent's 
Remembrance, after the following Man- 
ner, viz. That were it not for ſome Friends 
he had in Antegoa, he did not care who the

Morris, one of the Council, Major Victk- 
ham, and the Marſhal, but to no Pur- 
poſe; for the Rioters within Doors, in- 
ſtead of breaking up, according to their 
Duty, confin'd them all ; and threaten'd 
to murder them; on which the General 
ſaid, What ! have they impriſon'd all the 
| Conſtables, the Marſhal and his Man, a 
Counſellor and a Fuſtice of the Peace? Since 
the Civil Power is imprifon'd, tis Time to 
ſend for the Military And then ſent for 
the Guard, which being come, the Doors 
were open'd, and ſuch as refus'd to diſperſe, 
and go to their reſpective Habitations, 
were by the Juſtices committed, and ſent 
to Goal.
